Zarqawi Vows ‘Fierce War’ 


Terror leader in Iraq assails ‘evil prineiple of demoeraey’ 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A speaker claiming to be 
Iraq’s most feared terrorist declared “fierce 
war” on democracy in a new audio record- 
ing Sunday, raising the stakes ahead of next 
weekend’s historic national election. 

Rebels who have promised to disrupt the 
Jan. 30 vote also raided a police station in the 
western city of Ramadi, ordering officers out 
of the building and seizing their weapons, 
police Lt. Omar al-Duleimi said. 


U.S. and Iraqi officials fear a spike in blood- 
shed and have announced massive security 
measures to protect voters from possible insur- 
gent attacks during the elections. 

In the audiotape, a speaker identifying him- 
self as Abu Musab al-Zarqawi — the leader of 
Iraq’s al Qaeda affiliate — called candidates 
running in the elections “demi-idols” and said 
those who vote for them “are infidels.” 

“We have declared a fierce war on this evil 


principle of democracy and 
those who follow this wrong 
ideology,” he said. “Anyone 
who tries to help set up 
this system is part of it” 
— a clear warning to both 
candidates and voters. 

The insurgency in Iraq 
is largely led by extremists 
from the Sunni Arab minority, a community 
that lost influence with the fall of its patron, 
Saddam Hussein, sameer n. yacoub (ap)

Storms dose of snow,

BOSTON I A howling blizzard 
slammed the American Northeast 
on Sunday with more than 2 feet of 
snow and hurricane-strength wind 
gusts, halting air travel for thou- 
sands of people, keeping others 
off slippery highways and burying 
parked cars under deep drifts. 

Massachusetts Gov. Mitt 
Romney and Rhode Island Gov. 
Don Carcieri both declared states 
of emergency. 

Up to 29 inches of snow fell 
north of Boston, parts of New 
Hampshire got 2 feet. New York’s 
Catskills collected at least 20 inch- 
es and 18 inches fell on parts of 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island and the eastern tip of New 
York’s Long Island. The weather 
system had earlier piled a foot of 
snow across parts of Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio. 

At least nine deaths were linked 
to the weather, three in Ohio, three

Loyal Nixon Secretary Dead at 87

was 87. 

Woods died Saturday night at 


a nursing home in Alliance, near 
Cleveland, funeral home owner 
Roger Ruzek said Sunday. He did 
not know the cause of death. 

The gap in the tape of a con- 
versation between Richard Nixon 
and chief of staff H.R. Haldeman 
was critical to the question of what 


Nixon knew about the break-in at 
Democratic headquarters in the 
Watergate complex three days ear- 
lier — and when he knew it. 

Nixon considered Woods a mem- 
ber of the family. He wrote in his 
memoirs that it was Woods he asked 
to inform first lady Pat Nixon and 
his daughters in 1974 that he had 
decided to resign on Aug. 9. (ap)

States Lift Flu Shot Rules 



Health officials drop 
restrictions as vaccine 
supply stays plentiful 

AT L A N T A I States have begun drop - 
ping their restrictions on flu shots 
now that falling demand has led to 
surpluses, and some health officials 
want the federal government to take 
similar action. 

The federal government last 
month eased its restrictions, 
imposed when production prob- 
lems in October cut the flu vaccine 
supply in half, and allowed shots for 
adults age 50 and older. 

Since then, at least 16 states 
have lifted all previous restrictions, 
according to the Association of State 
and Territorial Health Officials. 

After the restrictions were initi- 


ated in October, many of those in 
the highest risk groups did not get 
vaccinated, and some states found 
additional supplies of the vaccine. 

“Timing is critical,” said Dr. 
William Schaffner, chairman of 


preventive medicine at Vanderbilt 
University Medical Center. “If we 
don’t use it now and don’t use it 
really quickly in the next couple of 
weeks, basically the influenza vac- 
cination season is over.” (ap)

Likely to Avoid Offense 


NEWYORKlAsin years past, many 
Super Bowl advertisers are guarding 
the secrecy of their 30 -second spots 
with the zeal of a Kremlin intelli- 
gence operative. Even so, one thing 
seems certain: Gas -passing horses, 
crotch-biting animals and acciden- 
tal bikini wax treatments will be 
nowhere in sight. 

Ads in last year’s game caused 
concerns in some quarters that the 
advertisers had gone too far in using 
ribald humor to grab the attention 
of the young, male audiences that 
marketers try so hard to reach. 

Just ask advertising executive 
Jeff Goodby, whose firm did the 
now-infamous Budweiser spot in 
last year’s game in which a draft 
horse spoiled a romantic evening 
for a young couple riding in a han- 
som cab.

Schools Moving to Make A’s Scarce

Students feel the heat 
as top universities work 
to eurb grade inflation 

PRINCETON, N.J. I For students at 
Princeton University, final exams 
are even more stressful this year: 
The Ivy League school decided to 
make it harder to earn the top 
grade of A. 

The crackdown on high grades, 
part of a national battle against 
grade inflation at elite US. schools, 
has increased anxiety, and in some 
cases, made friendly students won- 
der whether they should offer study 
help to their competitors, er, class- 
mates. 

In a move students protested 
last year, Princeton became the 
first elite college to cap the num- 
ber of A’s that can be awarded. 


Previously, there was no official 
limit to the number of A’s handed 
out, and nearly half the grades in an 
average Princeton class have been 


A- pluses, A’s or A- minuses. Now, 
each department can give A’s to no 
more than 35 percent of its students 
each semester. 


“You do feel you might be 
one of the ones they just cut off,” 
said Natasha Gopaul, a senior at 
Princeton. 

Princeton’s effort is being mon- 
itored closely by other top schools 
and some expect to see a ripple 
effect in coming years. 

At other Ivy League schools, the 
percentages of A’s in undergraduate 
courses range from 44 percent to 
55 percent, according to Princeton’s 
Web site. At Harvard University, 91 
percent of seniors graduated with 
some kind of honors in 2001. 

Several schools are working to 
rein in ballooning grade point aver- 
ages. Starting this year. Harvard will 
limit the number of students who can 
graduate with honors. Northwestern 
University set up a panel to study 
grade inflation at its journalism

Confuse Search 
Results, Paid Ads 

NEW YORK I Only 1 in 6 users of 
Internet search engines can tell 
the difference between unbiased 
search results and paid advertise- 
ments, a new survey finds. 

The Pew Internet and American 
Life Project reported Sunday that 
adults online in the United States 
are generally naive when it comes 
to how search engines work. 

The major search engines all 
return a mix of regular results, 
based on the search terms, and 
sponsored links from advertisers. 

But only 38 percent of Web 
searchers even know of the dis- 
tinction, and of those, not even 
half say they can always tell which 
are paid. That comes out to only 18 
percent of all Web searchers know- 
ing when a link is paid, (ap)

BAGHDAD I The U.S. ambassador to 
Iraq acknowledged serious prob- 
lems ahead of next weekend’s elec- 
tion but gave assurance Sunday that 
“great efforts” were being made so 
every Iraqi can vote. 

U.S. and Iraqi officials fear more 
attacks in the run-up to the Jan. 30 
election and have announced mas- 
sive security measures to protect 
voters. Iraqis will choose a 275-seat 
National Assembly and 18 provin- 
cial councils in the first nationwide 
balloting since the ouster of Saddam 
Hussein in 2003. 

In a series of interviews Sunday, 
U.S. Ambassador John Negroponte 
acknowledged an increase in rebel 
intimidation of Iraqi officials and 
security forces and said serious 
security problems remain in the 
Sunni Triangle north and west of 
Baghdad. 

“But security measures are being 
taken, by both the multinational forc- 
es here in Iraq as well as the Iraqi 
armed forces and police,” Negroponte 
told “Fox News Sunday.” 

“There will be some problematic 
areas . . . But even there, great efforts 
are being made to enable every Iraqi 
eligible to do so to be able to vote,”

Ukrainians supporters

KIEV, UKRAINE I Before a vast crowd 
of supporters, newly inaugurated 
President Viktor Yushchenko prom- 
ised Sunday to steer a new course 
for Ukraine — away from corrup- 
tion and political cronyism and into 
the European Union. 

“Ukraine will stand against all 
evil,” Yushchenko told the crowd on 
Kiev’s Independence Square, where 
weeks earlier demonstrators cried 
out that he’d been robbed of the 
presidency by fraud in a campaign 
laced with intrigue that even saw 
the pro -Westerner poisoned. 

Yushchenko, his face still pock- 
marked from the near-fatal dioxin 
poisoning in September, called his 
inauguration earlier in the day a vic- 
tory of freedom over tyranny and 
said the former Soviet state is “now 
in the center of Europe.” 

Many in the crowd, estimated 
at more than 100,000, had tears in 
their eyes. “My heart is filled with 


the brightest feelings, my soul is 
rejoicing,” said Nadia Levok, a 42- 
year-old doctor in the crowd. 

The inauguration caps a two- 
month political crisis, during which 
hundreds of thousands protested in 


Kiev’s streets for weeks against the 
Nov. 21 election that officials said 
Yushchenko lost. That vote was over- 
turned by the Supreme Court, and 
Yuschenko won a Dec. 26 repeat, 
defeating the pro -Moscow prime

minister, Viktor Yanukovych. 

But the deep political divide the 
new president will continue to face 
was visible during the swearing in at 
a solemn ceremony in the Verkhovna 
Rada parliament. After Yushchenko 
took the oath, some deputies cheered 
and chanted his name, but others 
stood stonily, not applauding. 

On Monday, he plans to make 
his first foreign trip as president to 
Moscow for a meeting with Russian

U.S. Admiral Defends Tsunami Pullout 

Says military’s gradual withdrawal not too soon 


BAKUY, INDONESIA I An American 
admiral dismissed fears that the 
U.S. military is ending its relief 
effort for tsunami victims too soon, 
as a UN. agency delivered aid on its 
own for the first time Sunday — a 
sign of civilian groups preparing to 
fill the gap as militaries pull out. 


Many aid workers in Aceh prov- 
ince worry that last week’s announce- 
ment by the U.S. military that it 
would immediately start scaling 
back and handing over operations 
to other nations, the United Nations 
and aid groups was premature. 

“The bottom line is: I don’t share 


that same concern,” said Rear Adm. 
William Crowder, commander of 
the USS Abraham Lincoln. “We’re 
reaching a point where there’s going 
to be a transition to sustain relief 
and not an acute emergency gotta- 
have-it-now relief that we saw in 
the first couple of weeks.” 

On Sunday, a 400 -ton land- 
ing vessel carrying World Food 
Program aid was due to arrive in 
Aceh’s coastal Calang city, said pro- 
gram spokesman Gerald Bourke — 
the first time the U.N. agency has 
used its own ship to deliver aid in 
the disaster, michael casey (ap)

Iranian Dismisses 
Tough U.S. Talk on 
Nuclear Program 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran said Sunday a 
U.S. military strike against it would 
be a “strategic blunder,” and brushed 
aside tough talk from Washington 
as psychological warfare. 

“The Americans are stupid, 
but not so much to make the same 
mistake which they 
made in Tabas,” 
said Intelligence 
Minister Ali Yunesi, 
referring to a failed 
U.S. military opera- 
tion in 1980 to res- 
cue hostages held 
in Iran, according to the official 
Islamic Republic News Agency. 

President Bush said last week he 
won’t exclude the possibility of using 
military force against Iran over its 
nuclear program. Iran says its nucle- 
ar activities are for peaceful energy 
purposes, (ap)

SUDAN 

Army Accuses Rebels of 
Torching 8 Villages in Darfur 

Sudan on Sunday accused rebels of 
burning eight villages and killing 
an unspecified number of civilians 
in a recent attack in South Darfur, 
according to a statement from the 
army general command. The state- 
ment, carried by the official Sudan 
News Agency, said the attacks took 


place Friday. “Your gallant army 
repulsed the attack, inflicting heavy 
casualties on them,” the statement 
said. It gave no numbers of casualties 
on either side. The African Union, 
which is monitoring a Nov. 9 cease- 
fire between the rebels and the gov- 
ernment, said it had heard of the 
incident but had no details, (ap) 

ITALY 

‘No Human Explanation’ for 
Wooping Madonna Statuo 

A study conducted on the case of a 
statue of the Madonna reported to 


have shed tears of blood a decade 
ago concluded that the event has 
“no human explanation,” leading 
Italian newspaper Corriere della 
Sera reported Sunday. Corriere said 
it viewed the document ordered by 
the Civitavecchia diocese, 40 miles 
north of Rome, to review the case 
and put together by theologians, 
historians and doctors. It published 
what it said was a summary of its 
findings, which concluded that “an 
event took place that has no human 
explanation and points at the mys- 
tery of the Supernatural.” (ap)

Two Held in Iraq Suicide Plot 


German officials: Insurance scam part of plan 


BERLIN I German police arrested 
two suspected al Qaeda members 
Sunday believed to have plotted a 
suicide attack in Iraq — with a side 
venture in insurance fraud, taking 
out a policy on the would-be suicide 
bomber to use the money to fund 
the terror organization. 

The chief suspect, 29 -year- 
old Iraqi Ibrahim Mohamed K., 
is also believed to have tried to 
obtain nearly two ounces of ura- 


nium in Luxembourg. He “played 
a not unimportant role in al Qaeda, 
because he showed signs of contact 
with Osamabin Laden and met with 
Ramzi Binalshibh,” one of the plot- 
ters of the Sept. 11 terror attacks, 
chief federal prosecutor Kay Nehm 
told reporters. 

The other suspect, a 31-year- old 
Palestinian, identified as Yasser Abu 
S., was allegedly recruited by the 
Iraqi to be a suicide bomber in an 


attack in Iraq. The Palestinian is 
a Bonn medical student who was 
born in Libya and has an Egyptian 
passport, Nehm said. 

Prosecutors said the Iraqi took 
out a $1 million life insurance poli- 
cy on the medical student, who was 
then to fake his death in a car acci- 
dent in Egypt. The majority of the 
insurance payoff was to fund al 
Qaeda activities, they said. 

After the faked death, the Pales- 
tinian was to go to Iraq to carry out 
a suicide bombing, Nehm said, (ap)

Abbas: Deal With 
Militants Is Near 

Optimism grows as Israel says it may hold fire 


GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Palestinians 
and Israelis moved closer to halting 
more than four years of violence on 
Sunday, with the new Palestinian 
leader saying he had made progress 
toward a truce deal with militants. 
Israel pledged for the first time to 
hold fire if calm prevails. 

Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas extended his stay in Gaza until 
Monday, trying to win a declaration 
from armed groups that they will 
halt attacks against Israelis. Abbas 
has been meeting representatives of 
Hamas, Islamic Jihad and the A1 
Aqsa Martyrs’ Brigades, a group with 
ties to his Fatah movement. 

“Everybody feels the responsibil- 
ity and the importance of putting 
an end to the situation that we are 


all living in right now,” Abbas said. 
“We can say that there has been sig- 
nificant progress in the talks. Our 
differences have diminished, and 
therefore we are bound to reach an 
agreement very soon.” 

Israeli Defense Minister Shaul 
Mofaz said that Israel wants to give 
the recently elected Abbas — also 
known as Abu Mazen — a chance 
to complete his cease-fire deal. 

“As long as there is quiet, there 
is no reason why we should act, cer- 
tainly not while Abu Mazen is tak- 
ing his first steps,” Mofaz said. 

Little violence was reported 
Sunday, as 3,000 Palestinian police 
patrolled Gaza areas near the Israeli 
border for a third day to prevent 
militants from firing rockets, (ap) 


American Declared 
Dead in Avalanche 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I A missing 
American snowboarder was 
declared dead Sunday, raising the 
death toll to at least four in weekend 
avalanches that claimed the lives of 
daredevils seeking the thrill of ski- 
ing off-trail in virgin alpine snow. 

Officials called off their search for 
the 31-year-old American a day after 


the snowboarder was swept away 
by a huge avalanche in the western 
province of Tyrol. It was unclear 
whether authorities had managed 
to recover the victim’s body. 

The snow slide that killed 
the snowboarder also killed two 
Canadians aged 40 and 57 at the 
popular resort of St. Anton. 

The victim was one of four Amer- 
icans caught in the avalanche; the 
three others managed to claw their 
way out of chest- deep snow, (ap)

Crews Clear Away Snow 


Metro warns of possible bus delays after storm 


WASHINGTON | With an end to 
Saturday’s storm, transportation 
crews aimed to have roads clear 
in time for the Monday-morning 
commute. 

Hundreds of plows and salt and 
sand trucks in Maryland, Northern 
Virginia and the District were 
expected to be clearing streets 
and roads through Sunday. 
Blowing snow forced crews to 


revisit some routes, Maryland high- 
way and Virginia Department of 
Transportation officials reported. 

Metro was planning to run 
normal rail and bus schedules 
Monday, spokeswoman Lisa 
Farbstein said. 

Buses may skip some side 
streets if they’re not passable, she 
said. Others may run a few min- 
utes late. 


The National Weather Service 
recorded between 4 inches and 7 
inches of snow on the ground in the 
Washington area Saturday. By Sunday 
morning, there were wind gusts of 41 
mph in D.C., making the wind chill 
factor 5 degrees below zero. 

At least one death was blamed 
on the storm. A pedestrian was 
killed after a sport utility vehicle 
spun out of control Saturday night 
and hit the man, Greenbelt Police 
reported, (ap) 



SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q l love the LCD displays in the 
new Metro cars that tell rid- 
ers which stop they are approach- 
ing, which side the doors will 
open and the color of the line. But 
the information does not always 
appear. Is the train conductor 
forgetting to flip a switch or is this 
feature already broken? 

A The displays aren’t broken 
— but they’re not all working, 
either. 

In order to provide all that 
information, the displays rely on 
what’s called a vehicle monitoring 
system that’s installed in Metro’s 
newest rail cars as well as older 
ones that are being rebuilt, said 
Pat Porzillo, chief engineer in 
the operations department. The 


system allows cars on a train to 
communicate. But that link (start- 
ing with the front car) only exists 
until it reaches a car without the 
technology, at which point the 
rest of the signs stop doing their 
job. And as of earlier this month, 
less than 300 of Metro’s more 
than 900 rail cars had the tech- 
nology, said Porzillo. 

Metro was aware this would 
be a problem, but over the next 
three years, 740 cars will have the 
system, he said, so sign opera- 
tions are “going to get better and 
better.” Glitches in the system 
itself have also caused some signs 
not to work, he said, danny freed-

Contraception Debate 
Holds Up Va. Assembly 


Va. City Hopes for College 


RICHMOND, VA. I Contraception is 
not abortion. 

It may sound simple, but leg- 
islation to make that statement 
the law in Virginia raised enough 
questions last week to prompt 
the Virginia Senate to delay a 
preliminary floor vote four days 
in a row. 

Abortion-rights supporters say 
Sen. Mary Margaret Whipple’s, 
D -Arlington, bill would clarify 
that contraceptive methods that 
can prevent pregnancy by block- 
ing implantation of a fertilized 


egg are not affected by laws on 
abortion. Such methods include 
intrauterine devices and birth- 
control pills. 

However, many abortion oppo- 
nents believe life begins at concep- 
tion — not when the fertilized egg 
is implanted in the uterus. 

Sen. Jeannemarie Devolites 
Davis, R-Fairfax, objected to the 
bill’s definition of conception. She 
suggested substituting a medical 
dictionary’s definition that says con- 
traception means the prevention of 
conception, larry o dell (ap) 


Foundation sees ‘New 
College’ as chanee 
to revive Martinsville 

MARTINSVILLE, VA. | It’s 11 o’clock 
on a Monday morning, but people 
are milling about on sidewalks and 
porches with nowhere to go. Nearby, 
the textile and furniture factories 
where many once worked stand idle 
in fields of weeds. 

Before thousands of manufac- 
turing jobs were lost in Martinsville 
and surrounding Henry County, it 
hardly mattered that fewer than one 
in 10 residents has a bachelor’s 


degree. Now, however, companies 
won’t move here and many residents 
can’t find work. Youngsters with 
promise head elsewhere for col- 
lege and aren’t inclined to return 
to a place where unemployment 
runs a state-high 14 percent. 

Leaders of the Harvest 
Foundation, funded by the sale 
of the community hospital, think 
the area’s best hope for rebirth is 
an intensive, academically innova- 
tive university. 

The “New College of Virginia” 
they have proposed would let tra- 
ditional, college -age students and 
older people with work force expe- 


rience earn a bachelor’s degree in 
only 28 months. If the state agrees 
to build and support it, the foun- 
dation has pledged $50 million — 
enough, it says, to keep tuition as 
low as $1,546 per year. 

Despite the challenge grant, 
getting the new college built may 
never happen. Earlier this month, 
the State Council of Higher 
Education for Virginia declined 
to endorse it, recommending the 
General Assembly do more research 
on how much demand there would 
be, and whether the college would 
be the best use of state resources.

FRANCES REED, 27 

JOB: Director of partner relations and 

transportation, D.C. Central Kitchen 

(dccentralkitchen.org) 

SALARY: Her position pays $40,000 to 
$50,000. 

EDUCATION: Bachelor’s degrees in 
sociology and urban studies from 
Smith College 

WHAT SHE DOES: Reed finds and 
manages donors for D.C. Central 
Kitchen, which receives roughly 3,000 
pounds of free food each day from 
hotels, restaurants, caterers, cafete- 
rias and food service companies. The 
Kitchen cooks up about 4,000 meals 
daily and drops them off at area non- 
profits such as homeless shelters and 
youth centers. Donations are mostly 
plain, “common denominator’’ food 
(chicken breasts, green beans) but 
the Kitchen can make most anything 
work; they’ve gotten “pretty good’’ 
with Asian eggplant, said Reed. 

Once Reed identifies a possible 
donor, she begins to woo. She ap- 
peals to the chefs, who wince at the 
sight of trashed food (it’s “easy to sell 



to them — they’ve been looking for 
me all their lives’’). To managers, she 
pitches donations asawin-win — the 
hungry get fed, the business gets atax 
write-off. The hunt for leftovers can 
have a “superhero feeling to it,’’ she 
said. “The more things I can uncover, 
the morethingsthere will be to eat.’’ 


WOULD YOU WANT HER JOB? Reed 
relies heavily on networking. Donors 
can turn upthrough word-of-mouth 
and chance meetings at events. At 
largerfood service companies, which 
often keep client lists under wraps, 
Reed seeks people on the inside 
who can champion her cause to 
area managers. She must also work 
around issues such as belt-tighten- 
ing at companies and heightened 
local security — roadblocks around 
the Capitol forced herto end a hand- 
ful of partnerships, including one with 
the Supreme Court’s cafeteria. Reed 
also coordinates every food pick-up 
and delivery via a fleet of refriger- 
ated vans. “There’s nothing like a 
fleet of vehicles to give you constant 
problems that you weren’t expecting 
to have,’’ she said. 

HOW YOU CAN GET HER JOB: A col- 
lege degree isn’t necessary, but you 
will need experience in hospitality 
or homeless services. Reed had a 
summer internship at D.C. Central 
Kitchen and worked for two years at a 
Hartford, Conn., food bank.

I share an office with a coworker 
and lately he’s been falling asleep 
at his desk a lot. I’m concerned it 
is due to a health problem (and I’m 
also annoyed). How on earth can I 
delicately broach this subject? 

Seems to me like a little face- 
to-face would be fine. Just say you 
noticed this lately and you’re con- 
cerned. Ask if everything is OK. It 
might kick him into gear to go see 
a doctor. 

Do you have any idea if there are 
laws about how warm an employer 
has to keep an office? My co-work- 
ers and I are all freezing. 

Unfortunately I don’t think there 
are any laws regarding office tem- 
perature. But you can tell your boss 
you’re having a hard time working in 


such cold conditions. Or ask if you 
can bring in a space heater. 

I’ve been interning at the same 
organization for about two years. 
I’m graduating this semester and 
would love to stay on in a full-time 
position. Should I assume that if 
they were interested they would 
offer me a position? 

Never just assume! The more 
proactive you are, the better. Ask 
your boss if you can schedule a 
meeting, then explain that you’re 
graduating soon and you really 
love working there. Ask if there is 
any possibility that you can stay on. 
Your boss might not know yet, but 
at least you’ll get a sense of whether 
there is any possibility. 

I work on a project team and must 
share temporary office space with 
other people. I’m a loner and other 
people irk me. Besides psychother- 
apy, do you have any suggestions? 

Yes, work on yourself Get some 
headphones so you can block out 
chatter. Remember, it’s an office and 
you’re on a team. Dealing with peo- 
ple goes right along with that. And 
remind yourself it’s temporary.

Paid bloggers spark 
debate over ethics 
for Web commentary 

BLOGS I When Jerome Armstrong 
consulted for Howard Dean’s presi- 
dential campaign, he thought it was 
ethical to suspend his political Web 
journal. But others don’t follow his 
example. 

The growing influence of blogs 
raises questions about whether they 
need ethical guidelines. The Pew 
Internet and American Life Project 
found 27 percent of adult Americans 
who go online read blogs. 

Many bloggers resist ethical stan- 
dards, saying individuals can decide 
what’s right for them. Blogging is like 
a conversation, and “you can’t devel- 
op a code of ethics for conversations,” 
said David Weinberger, a Harvard 
University Internet researcher. 

Others push for guidelines. 
Jonathan Dube, MSNBC.com 
managing producer, modified the 
Society of Professional Journalists’ 


ethics code for bloggers. The prin- 
ciples: Be honest, fair, and account- 
able. Minimize harm. 

How bloggers handle ethics 
varies. While Armstrong sus- 
pended his blog, partner Markos 
Moulitsas Zuniga kept his going 
and disclosed the payment. 

South Dakota blogger Jon Lauck 
didn’t disclose. He said people knew 


he was a paid consultant to John 
Thune’s Senate campaign, but blogs 
aren’t objective anyway. 

Now marketers have turned to 
blogs. One company, Marqui, pays 
bloggers $800 a month to write 
about its products. Dr. Pepper/ 
Seven Up took a similar tactic 
when it launched a flavored milk

Former announcer 
Brotman keeps D.C. 
baseball’s past alive 

BASEBALL I “This is the famous 
Brotman basement,” boomed the 
voice at the bottom of the stairs of 
the Takoma Park home. “Down here, 
everything is yesteryear, except more 
recently with the Nationals.” 

The lights came on to reveal the 
actual presidential box seats from 
the old Griffith Stadium, where 
Eisenhower sat after throwing out 
the first pitch on openings days in 
the 1950s, and an incredible dis- 
play of other Washington baseball 
memories. 

In the middle stood Charlie 
Brotman, the Washington Senators 
longtime public address announc- 
er, the city’s most visible link to its 
baseball past. 

Brotman is ubiquitous on the 
Washington sports scene. He was at 
the mike for every opening day from 
1956 until the expansion team left 
in 1971- His unmistakable “Thank 
yoooooou” punctuates the end of 
most every announcement. 

The basement is a vibrant testa- 
ment to that career. There are pho- 
tos of Brotman with everyone from 
Bob Hope to Ted Williams and all 
the recent presidents. There are seats 


from RFK Stadium, bleacher rows 
from Griffith Stadium, and, yes, 
those are 30 actual used Senators 
bats in the front of the bar. 

Brotman wanted to have a 
“Griffith Stadium Day” at RFK 
when the old ballpark was demol- 
ished in 1965, but the general man- 
ager scoffed at the notion that any- 


one would want the “junk” from the 
old stadium. 

Brotman saved what he could for 
his basement. Today, such items are 
priceless. “I just happened to be 20 
years ahead of my time,” he said. 

By the late 1960s, Brotman had 
his own PR company, but he always 
made sure to announce opening day 


at RFK Stadium. The Nationals not 
only want him back for opening day 
this year, but there are discussions 
for him to stay on through the first 
month of the season. 

Every “Thank yoooooou” heard 
at RFK Stadium in April will be 
just a little happier as a result.

Wizards

Washington bounces 
back with consecutive 
wins without Hughes 

WIZARDS I It turns out there was 
nothing wrong with the Washington 
Wizards that leaving Texas couldn’t 
cure. 

Blown out by the San Antonio 
Spurs and Dallas Mavericks in 
their first two games without the 
injured Larry Hughes, Washington 
responded with back-to-back wins 
over the Toronto Raptors on Friday 
and Indiana Pacers on Saturday. 

The Wizards are now nine games 
over .500, right where they were 
when Hughes broke his thumb. 

Point guard Gilbert Arenas has 
picked up the slack for Hughes’ 
absence, scoring 43 points, 23 points 
and 33 points in the last three games.

The Humble Host 



Johnny Carson’s wit 
and modesty made 
him TV’s class act 

APPRECIATION | “Tonight Show” host 
Johnny Carson has passed away at 
79, but during his tenure on late- 
night television, the boyish-look- 
ing Nebraska native survived every 
attempt to topple him from his late- 
night talk show throne. 

Nearly all of Carson’s profession- 
al life was spent in television, from 
his postwar start at Nebraska sta- 
tions in the late 1940s to his three 
decades with NBC’s “The Tonight 
Show Starring Johnny Carson.” 

“Heeeeere’s Johnny!” was the 
booming announcement from 
sidekick Ed McMahon that ushered 
Carson out to the stage. Then the 
formula: the topical monologue, the 
guests, the broadly played skits such 
as “Carnac the Magnificent.” 

Carson went out on top when he 
retired in May 1992. Actress-singer 
Bette Midler, who memorably sere- 
naded Carson during the final show. 


recalled him warmly Sunday. 

“I was his last guest, and it was 
one of the most moving experiences 
of my life. He had it all. A little bit 
of devil, a whole lot of angel, wit, 
charm, good looks, superb timing 
and great, great class,” Midler said 
in a statement. 

In 1993, he explained his 
absence from the limelight: “I 
have an ego like anybody else, but 


I don’t need to be stoked by going 
out in public all the time.” 

Carson made his debut as 
“Tonight” host in October 1962 
and quickly won over audienc- 
es. He made headlines with such 
clever ploys as the 1969 on- show 
marriage of eccentric singer Tiny 
Tim to Miss Vicki, which won the 
show its biggest- ever ratings. 

His quickness and ability to 


handle an audience were impres- 
sive. When his jokes missed their 
target, the smooth Carson won over 
a groaning studio audience with a 
sly, self-deprecating remark. 

Politics provided monologue fod- 
der for him as he skewered lawmak- 
ers of every stripe. His Watergate 
jabs at President Nixon were seen as 
cementing Nixon’s fall from office 
in 1974. He made history again in 
July 1988 when he hosted then- 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton after 
Clinton was ridiculed for a lengthy 
speech at the Democratic National 
Convention. Clinton traded quips 
with Carson and played the saxo- 
phone in what was hailed as a stun- 
ning comeback. 

On the occasion of Carson’s 
70th birthday, former “Tonight” 
bandleader Doc Severinsen said 
he was constantly reminded of 
Carson’s enduring popularity. 

“Every place we go people ask 
‘How is he? Where is he? What is 
he doing? Tell him how much we 
miss him.’ It doesn’t surprise me,” 
Severinsen said, lynn elber (ap)

Speculation over the 
Brad-Jen split is a 
boon for Pitt’s film 

IDLEGOSSIPI Brad Pitt and Jennifer 
Aniston might be lamenting the 
media frenzy attending their sepa- 
ration, but another couple just might 
benefit: “Mr. and Mrs. Smith.” 

They are the title characters of 
the upcoming 20th Century Fox film 
that has received an avalanche of 
free publicity because of widely 
circulating rumors that the Pitt- 
Aniston marriage was affected by 
an alleged romance between Pitt 
and his “Smith” co-star, Angelina 
Jolie. In the movie, the actors play 
married assassins assigned to kill 
each other. 

The rumors pose an unusu- 
al dilemma for Fox and Regency 
Enterprises, the company behind the 
film: How will the attention affect 
the film’s box-office prospects? 

It’s a question being debated at 
the studio and in the film industry 
at large, especially in light of how 
actors’ romances — real or imag- 
ined — that might sizzle offscreen 
often fizzle at the box office. 

“This is like hitting the jackpot,” 
one studio source confided. 


Less than a month ago, “Smith” 
was just another summer action flick. 
But awareness of the film began to 
skyrocket when the announcement 
of the Pitt-Aniston split was accom- 
panied by a barrage of speculation 
that Pitt and Jolie had been unusu- 
ally chummy on the set. 

Hollywood has a rich tradition of 
real-life love affairs that carry over 
onto the silver screen. Arguably, 
the case that most closely resem- 
bles “Smith” is that of the poorly 
received 2000 film “Proof of Life.” 
An on-set relationship between stars 
Russell Crowe and Meg Ryan, who 
subsequently ended her marriage to 
Dennis Quaid, proved so distracting 
that its director, Taylor Hackford, 
reportedly removed some love scenes 
in a futile attempt to keep viewers 
from blurring fiction with reality. 

Conventional wisdom has it 
that in an age when every celebrity 
is overexposed, star couples leave 
nothing to the imagination when 
they collaborate on film. The very 
fact that the alleged relationship 
between Pitt and Jolie is shrouded 
in mystery might draw curious view- 
ers to theaters to suss out whether 
their onscreen chemistry reveals the

Fox’s self-censorship 
is a sign of TV’s 
confusing times 

AFINEMESSI There’s no more potent 
symbol for Hollywood TV execu- 
tives these days than Peter Griffin’s 
pixilated buttocks. 

A few weeks back. Fox network 
executives ordered a 5 -year- old 
“Family Guy” scene blurred because 
it was nervous about what the FCC 
might think of Griffin’s naked rear 
end — a cartoon character’s rear. 

TV executives are concerned that 
the taste standards they had become 
used to have become as blurred as 
Peter’s butt. And Friday’s resigna- 
tion of FCC Chairman Michael K. 
Powell will likely add to their uncer- 
tainty. Powell backed a record $7-7 
million in indecency fines leveled 
by the FCC last year. 

“We can’t have a clear view of 
the FCC guidelines because the 
FCC guidelines are not clear,” said 
Gail Berman, Fox entertainment 


president. But their critics have 
little sympathy. 

“They’re lucky they got away 
with as much as they did,” said 
Laura Mahaney, spokeswoman for 
the conservative watchdog group 
Parents Television Council. 

Even “Family Guy” creator Seth 
MacFarlane said he recognizes the

Bright Eyes’ disparate 
new albums make 
indie work doubletime 

MUSIC I Back in November, Bright 
Eyes (real name: Conor Oberst) 
became the first artist since P. 
Diddy in 1997 (when he was Puff 
Daddy) to own the top two posi- 
tions on Billboard’s Hot 100 Singles 
Sales chart — an amazing feat for 
a one-man band whose last album 
sold just over 175,000 units. 

On Tuesday, Oberst will simul- 
taneously release the two albums.

“I’m Wide Awake, It’s Morning” and 
“Digital Ashes in a Digital Urn” 
(both on Saddle Creek), that fea- 
ture both songs. Each track works as 


an indicator of the different sound 
of the two discs. “Lua,” from “Wide 
Awake,” is a sparse acoustic guitar 
number with Oberst nearly whis- 
pering lines like “Me, I’m not a 
gamble/ You can count on me to 
split.” The whole album is most- 
ly folk-rock reminiscent of 1970s 
singer-songwriters. 

“Take It Easy (Love Nothing)” 
from “Digital Ashes” is closer in 
approach to new new-wavers like 
the Postal Service — and Postal 
Service’s Jimmy Tamborello pro- 
grams the track. Rock guitars 
mesh with hard drum loops, key- 


boards, digital blips and an occa- 
sional string section. But Oberst’s 
warbling tenor is better suited to 
Americana. 

On both discs, it’s Oberst’s 
matured social critiques that set 
these recordings apart from pre- 
vious efforts. He attacks faith, pol- 
itics, even agricultural ethics, his 
dreams affected by a “head full of 
pesticides.” The underlying theme 
here seems to be about feeling like 
a stranger in one’s own country. On 
“Road To Joy” Oberst laments “I 
could have been a famous singer/ If 
I had someone else’s voice, but fail- 
ure’s always sounded better ... Make

Ski resorts build 
‘terrain parks’ for 
snowboard tricksters 

Dressed in a yellow T-shirt despite 
the bitter cold, Jon Raevsky sat 
atop Colorado’s Breckenridge Ski 
Resort watching fellow snowboard- 
ers ride steel rails instead of snow. 
“Everyone here can pretty much 
throw down,” the 19 -year-old 
Raevsky said before he launched 
downhill, spinning 180 degrees 
and sliding backward down a 
long, metal rectangular box. 

The terrain park, a playground 
of halfpipes, curved rails, obstacles 
and jumps, has become a must-have 
for many of the almost 500 ski 
resorts in the United States. And 
for good reason: Snowboarders, 
once banned from many resorts, 
have become valued patrons of 
the U.S. ski industry. 

Some 6.3 million Americans 
went snowboarding in 2003, a 
dramatic increase from a decade 


earlier, when only 2.1 million said 
they had taken part in the sport, 
according to a survey conducted 
by the National Sporting Goods 
Association. The same survey 
showed the number of skiers is 
declining — 6.8 million people in

2003 compared to 10.6 million 
people 10 years before. 

Snowboarders also now make 
up more than 30 percent of visi- 
tors to ski resorts, according to a 
survey conducted for the National 
Ski Areas Association. 

“Basically, snowboarding has 
brought more people to the moun- 
tains and introduced more people to 


snow sports,” said Kurt Hoy, editor 
of TransWorld Snowboarding. 

Resorts devote hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each year to 
build and maintain terrain parks, 
which were originally developed for 
snowboarders. Skiers now frequent 


the parks in the same numbers as 
’boarders, resorts say. 

“Resorts look at terrain parks as 
a key component in drawing, keep- 
ing and maintaining their younger 
customer,” said Michael Berry, pres- 
ident of the NSSA. “People go there

to hang out, to listen to music. And 
it’s not just snowboarders — twin 
tippers [skiers] are in there, every- 
one is in there.” 

That wasn’t the case in the early 
1980s, when resorts first began 
allowing snowboarders on their 
hills. Snowboarders were criticized 
for being reckless, ruining moguls 
and shearing snow off runs. 

The resentment has all but disap- 
peared. Teenage skiers and ’board- 
ers ride together in the parks and 
through moguls on steep runs. 

“Snowboarders have helped 
skiers step it up a bit,” said snow- 
boarder Grant Cooley, 21, smiling 
at friend Harrison Wolfe, a skier.

I understand all this data is out there 
and the government wishes to get to 
that data, but isn’t the real question: 
What does the government intend 
to do with that data, and how might 
someone misuse that information? 

Excellent point. I agree, to a 
degree. I believe we have a lot of 
homework to do first to under- 
stand these companies and the role 
they’re playing in observing us with 
increasingly fine resolution. 

With so much of our lives already 
wired into the Internet, how would 
you suggest that regular citizens 
exercise leverage against the busi- 
ness agendas of the information 
systems industry? 

I believe people ought to think 
more about the promises they’re 
given, how their information is 
being used and whether the infor- 
mation tradeoffs they make are real- 
ly worth it. It would be foolish to 
give up the fruit of the Information 
Age. I’m not going to. But we need 
to be more discriminating and 
— I can’t stress enough — find 
out more about how commercial 
information technology, surveil- 


lance and the like is being used for 
homeland security. 

I’d like to know how to find out all of 
the information that is out there on 
myself and how, if needed, to cor- 
rect it. I have gotten three credit 
reports recently but that is as far as 
it’s gone. I had been in trouble dur- 
ing my misspent youth and want- 
ed to know how far back it would be 
held against me? 

It’s going to be harder and harder 
for Americans to walk away from 
mistakes. Education records. Pot 
busts. Job histories. Bounced 
checks. You name the transgres- 
sion and there’s a good chance that 
if it has been recorded somewhere, 
it could come back to haunt you. 
More so than ever before, because 
the companies are collecting data 
backwards as well as from the here 
and now.
